FEDERAL FREIGHT POLICY 
DECLARED OPERATIVE IN. ALTA: 


The Summer Edition of the Federal 
Freight Policy has recently been de- 
clared operative, in Alberta by Hon. 
James G. Gardiner, Dominion Minis- 
ter of Agriculture. In order to en- 
ourage farmers and ranchers having

refund to the purchaser 50 per cent 
of the actual freight bill, and in the 
case of buyers from Eastern Canada 
and British ‘Columbia, contribute to 
the expense of the buying trip, 

A copy of the policy sent to the Re- 
corder Office shows the official 
drought area in this province and also 
sets forth the conditions of the policy. 
It is important to note that cattle 
must be purchased at country points 
within the area, and that buyers from 
Alberta may purchase any’and all 
classes of cattle, while buyers from 
astern Canada and British Columbia 
are restricted to 1, 2 and 3 year old 
steers, 1 and 2 year old heifers and 
cows with calves at foot, A may of 
the area may be seen at the Recorder 
Office upon request, 

The Federal Government has ar- 
ranged with the Western Stock Grow- 
ers Association to use its offices at 
28 Michael Building, Calgary, as a 
source of information for the benefit 
of both buyer and seller. Many buyers 
will be referred to this office request- 


sale. It is therefore necessary for 
sellers in the drought area to list their 
stock at this office, 


Readers would do well to acquaint 
themselves with the general nature of 
the policy, and especcially the impor- 
tance of listing all the cattle they 
have for sale, As buyers know defi- 
nitely the age, breed, sex, etc,, of the 
cattle they want to buy, it is suggest- 
od that those sending in their listings 
give the following specific informa- 
tion;

NOT SO PROFITABLE 

“There have been dozens of men, local relief recipients 
and transients drifting in from all over the province, trying to ge’ 
jobs on the highway construction gang. - Fifty per cent of the mer 
hired, it is stipulated by the Federal Government; must have been 
relief recipients of the last winter. This makes it tough for the fore- 
men and there was so much controversy that the department sent 2 
special man down from Edmonton to straighten things out, But 
after recent rains a’number of the men quit. Working in these 
road camps is not such a profitable occupation after all. _Reliet 
men receive 40c an hour for an eight hour day, or $3.20. From this 
is deducted 10c compensation, 25c relief fund, and 90c a day fo: 
board. Board has to be paid for Sundays and week days. Tota 
these deductions and the worker has $11.95 left if he gets in steady 
time. If it should happen to rain for a few days steady he migh’ 
end up owing the outtit. It works out about the same for hors« 
hire. 17!sc an hour is paid, or $1.40 a day. Horse feed, rain or 
shine, is 80c a day, or on straight time a horse would earn $2.80 @ 
week net. Should it rain, well, you can easily figure it out for 
yourself.—Claresholm Press,

vators to pay to farmers what their 


wheat is actually worth, If they 
won't pay it, the mill and elevator 
will” Langer said. (From Calgary 
Herald, Aug. 3rd.) 

The Canadian wheat growers re- 
quest: for a just price for the product 
of his toil, was answered by the ap- 
ointment of a commission to inquire 
into the present method of market- 
ing our wheat. ‘The official head of 
that commission crossed the | wide 
ocean, took evidence over a large part 
mf Canada iand the United Btatep 
at-his own expense and his report to 
hose that appointed him was in part; 
That properly guarded and with some 
revisions, our present system of mark- 
»ting our grain should be satisfactory 
to all parties concerned, or words to 
that effect. Later on there appear- 
ed in the Montreal Star as follows; 
“There is now forming in England, a 
combine of the Railways, Waterways, 
Airways, Tramways and al) industries 
“oncerned with transportation, and 
when completed will be the world’s 
greatest combine, and no other than 
Josiah Stamp will be its official head, 
(I quote from memory.) 

It was after Canada’s major indua- 
try, that we hear so much about, had
